3A. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES HAS WASHINGTON AP REPORTING 
PRESIDENT FORD ASSURED CONGRESS TODAY THATHIS ADMINIS

RUSSIANS THAT WE HAVE GIVEN UP AFTER INDOCHINA DEBACLE. 
REPRESENTATIVES ASPIN AND SYMINGTON ARECIRCULATING 
PETITION WITH 51 CO-SPONSORS REAFFIRMING U.S. TREATY 
COMMITMENTS, AND ASPIN SAID HE IS TRYING TO GET 
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COLLEAGUES TO DRAW A DISTINCTION BETWEEN TROOP-CUT 
AMENDMENTS AND PROPOSALS TO CUTUNNECESSARY WEAPONS 
SYSTEMS. SENATORNUNN HAS SHELVED RECENT PROPOSAL 
TO PHASE DOWN 42,000 MAN U.S. FORCE IN KOREAAND 

REPRESENTATIVE O'NEILL SAID HE WILL NOT ASSOCIATE HIMSELF 
WITH MOVE TO REDUCE OVERSEASFORCES BY 100,000 MEN AS IN 
PAST. SEVERAL SAID THEIR THINKING HAD BEEN AFFECTED BY

7B. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES FINNEY WASHINGTON SAID HOUSE ARMED 
SERVICES COMMITTEE CUT 7 PERCENTFROM PENTAGON'S 
PROPOSED WEAPONS PROCUREMENT AND RESEARCH PROGRAM IN 
APPROVING 26.5 BILLION MILITARY AUTHORIZATION BILL. 

FINNEY SAID NORMALLY PRO-PENTAGON HOUSE COMMITTEE CUT MORE 
DEEPLY THAN IN PREVIOUS YEARS, BUT THAT APPROVED AMOUNT 
WOULD STILL BE A SIGNIFICANTINCREASE OVER THIS YEAR'S

THE FLOOR CALLING FOR A 14 PERCENT REDUCTION WITH THE 
AIM OF STIMULATING FLOOR DEBATE ON THE NATION'S GLOBAL 
MILITARY ROLE AFTER VIETNAM. 

1C. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST GETLER LOCAL SAID HOUSE ARMED 
SERVICES COMMITTEE VOTED RECORDCUT OF 3.7 BILLION FROM 
THE 29.8 BILLION REQUESTEDFORMILITARY PROCUREMENT WITH 
CRITICS OF THE COMMITTEE CALLINGMUCH OF THE REDUCTION 
"PHONY", REP. ASPIN SAYING ACTUAL CUTS AMOUNT TO ONLY 
1.3 BILLION. GETLER SAID HOUSE COMMITTEE GAVE FULL 
SUPPORT TO REQUESTS FOR B-1BOMBER, BUT ADDED SENATE 
ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE APPROVED 5 PROJECTS INTENDED
